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REMARKS 

Claims 1-6 are pending in this application. By this Amendment, claim 1 is amended. 
Reconsideration based on the above amendments and the following remarks is respectfully 
requested. 

I. The Claims Satisfy the Requirements of 35 U.S.C. §112, Second Paragraph 

The Office Action rejects claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as 
indefinite. Claim 1 is amended to obviate the rejection. Withdrawal of the rejection under 
35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, is respectfully requested. 

IL The Claims Define Allowable Subject Matter 

The Office Action rejects claims 1, 3 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as unpatentable 
over JP 2000-221324 (JP'324); claims 2, 4 and 5 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as unpatentable 
over JP'324 in view of JP 2002-365625 (JP'625); and claims 1-6 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as 
unpatentable over JP ! 625 in view of JP'324. The rejections are respectfully traversed. 

A. JP'324 

JP'324 does not disclose a liquid crystal display including an upper substrate, a lower 
substrate facing the upper substrate, a liquid crystal layer disposed between the upper and 
lower substrates, a thickness of the multilayer dielectric film disposed on ridge lines of the 
convex ridges being less than or equal to 50% of the height of the convex ridges, and the 
height of the convex ridges being measured from a base of the triangle to an apex of the 
triangle, as recited in claim 1 . 

Instead, JP'324 discloses a liquid crystal display device including a polarizing plate la 
located above an LC panel 2, the LC panel 2 being located above the polarizing plate lb. See 
Fig. 1. Additionally, JP'324 discloses a reflection polarizing device 5 including an isotropic 
layer 3 and an anisotropic layer 4 laminated with each other, and a geometric structure face 1 1 
composed of plural prism faces 10 formed on the interface between the isotropic layer 3 and 
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the anisotropic layer 4. The reflection polarizing device 5 is disposed below the LC panel 2. 
Further, JP'324 discloses another reflection polarizing device 15 including an isotropic 
layer 13c and an anisotropic layer 14a, and a geometric structure face including a multilayer 
film 14b, 14c, where the total thickness of the multilayer film 14b, 14c is greater than 50% of 
the height of the convex ridges. See Fig. 4. 

The Office Action asserts that JP'625 makes up for the deficiencies of JP'324. 
However, JP , 625 does not make up for the deficiencies of JP'324 as discussed above. 

B. JP f 625 

JP'625 does not disclose a liquid crystal display including a thickness of the multilayer 
dielectric film disposed on ridge lines of the convex ridges being less than or equal to 50% of 
the height of the convex ridges, and the height of the convex ridges being measured from the 
base of the triangle to an apex of the triangle, as recited in claim 1 . 

The Office Action admits that JP'625 does not disclose a lower reflected polarizing 
layer as recited in claim 1. However, the Office Action asserts that JP'324 makes up for the 
deficiencies of JP'625. However, as discussed above with respect to JP f 324, JP'324 does not 
make up for the deficiencies of JP'625. 

For at least these reasons, it is respectfully submitted that claim 1 is distinguishable 
over the applied art. Claims 2-6, which depend from claim 1 , are likewise distinguishable 
over the applied art for at least the reasons discussed as well as for the additional features they 
recite. Withdrawal of the rejections under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) and §103(a) is respectfully 
requested. 

III. The Drawings Satisfy All Formal Requirements 

Fig. 3 is corrected as indicated in the attached replacement drawing sheet. No new 
matter has been added. 
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IV. Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted that the 
application is in condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and prompt allowance of 
claims 1-6 are earnestly solicited.
